Homicide is the leading cause of death for Black 
rales from 15-24 
> One in every 28 Black males born in 1987 is likely 
0 be murdered: for whites, the ratio is one in 205 
The horcide rate for those Black males from 15 to 
4 rose 66 percent from 1984 to 1987; gunshot wounds 
Among children in urban areas nearly doubled between 
987 and 1990 
Tragically, our urban areas -- particularly the inner 
cites, predominately Black, heavily poor and often 
drug-infested -- hdve become war Zones in which the 
flower of our youth are being Killed. maimed and 
traumatized 
And the weapon of choice for our own destruction

Opponents of gun control toss out their hoary old 
arguments about the sanctity:of the Second Amend 
ment to the Constitution, which Whey seem to argue) 
allows them to both own and have easy ability to 
acquire any piece of heavy artillery short of a nuclear 
bomb. They say (hat waiting periods will not solve the 
crime problem They mote that most guns used in 
crimes are obtained illegally 

But in our mind, these arguments are. insufficient 
grounds for failure to control the proliferation of deadly 
weaponry in the hands of so many citizens. It has been 
clear at least since the 1930s, when Congress. out- 
lawed automatic weapons in the hands of private 
citizens, that there is no unlimited right to own or 
acquire any piece of weaponry any person's heart can 
imagine 

At the same time, it is equally ridiculous that it is 
easier, .in the State of Ohio, for a person. to legally 
acquire an instrument of destruction such as a handgun 
than it is to acquire a driver's license or @ marriage 
license 

Miller's bill, we agree, will not solve the problem. Bul 
it will be the start of addressing it. The figures are too 
devastating to ignore: unlimited gun access in Ohio -- 
and across the country -- has resulted in unlimited pain 
and destruction within the Black community. In«the 
interests of public health and safety, we need to take 
some small measures to stop the carnage.

tion conducted by a former U.S. Attorney, found was:an 
unlawtul patiern of hiding contributions from Franklin 
County employees back to their employers by funneling 
{ e contributions first through the county party 
"While this was the-grounds for the commissions 
decision, it was not the only place where there was 
controversy regarding Casey's judgment 


counly party was “laundering” the contributions of 
counly employees through the county party, and thus 
avoiding the financial disclosure requirements of Ohio 
elections laws 

Money -- lots of it -- has been called "the mother's 


milk of politics.” Effectively used, it can turn 97-pound™ 


weaklings of candidates into electoral giants, and can 
also disproportionately empower the groups and in- 
dividuals who give the massive support It is for that 
reason that the corrosive impact of money on cam- 
paigns must be mitigated. It is too much to expect that 
candidates who are receiving thousands of dollars from 
particular political action committees or other big 
donors will be unaffected by the blandishments and 
demands of those donors -- often, to the detriment of 
those in the public who have no major financial voice 

It is impossible to take big money out of the political 
environment. Elections cost big dollars. But we believe 
itis possible to strengthen our campaign financing laws, 
in order to protect the integrity of our elections process 
We hope that the state's legislative Democrats and 
Republicans cari pul aside their own partisan interests 
and do what's best for all the people of the stale -- enact 
Stringent, meaningful reforms

the Community Reinvestment Act (CRA) should have 
prevented the merger 

Despile the Mayor's protests, and a finding that the 
landing practices do need to improve. the Federal 
Reserve Board approved the merger. To its credit, after 
the merger was approved, the Banc One staff 
Negotiated with Mayor White and developed a com- 
mendable package of investment in Cleveland's neigh- 
borhoods, Despite the fact that the Mayor and the bank 
couldnt reportedly agree on what to call the agreement

The controversy surrounding Casey's assistance of 
City Attorney Ronald O'Brien's bid to have his 
Democratic challenger, Shirley Cochran. kicked off the 
ballot has resulted’in 22 of the board of election's 36 
employees signing a letter which called for Casey's 
resignation fromthe board on which he has served for 
the past 14 years 

Casey's decision to allow fellow Republican O Bren 
to review the signatures on Cochran's nominating posi- 
tion-even before the board itself had ruled ont 
validity was unfair, and a violation of board practic 
is the actofa partisan, one who is less concerned about 
the appearance of fairness and propriety in the elec- 
lions process and more concerned about supporting

Casey's behavior -- as found by the Ohio Elections

The public's confidence in our system of elections Is 
held together by the fragile cord of integnty.

State Rep, Ray Miller is trying to 
climb a mountain that seems almost 
impossible, And. to do il. he’s going 
to need a lot of help 

The “mountain' is restricting the 
sale of handguns. Miller is pushing a 
bill, House Bill, 99, which would cre- 
ate a 7-day waiting period for the sale 
of handguns statewide 

The bill is being bitterly fought by 
the National Rifle Association and 
olher groups opposed to gun control It is supported by 
gun contrél organizations Such as Handgun Control, 
Inc. and police organizations such as the Fraternal 
Order of Police 

What is somewhat disappointing to Millers what he 
sees when he looks around the room as the bill is being 
debated 

Everywhere | have seen the issue raised," Miller 
recalled, "i is the white organizations that do most of 
the aggressive lobbying” on both sides of the handgun 
control issue 

Al the same time,-Miller notes, Blacks do care 
deeply about the jssue 

"| have seen national polls which show there is 
absolutely no difference in the attitudes of African 
Americans and whites on gun control,’ Miller said 
knowing that about 72 percent of those polled in both 
groups realize the need for meaningtul controls on the 
ability of individuals to. get guns 

To Miller. that general agreement may understate 
the personal concern that many Blacks feel on the 
subject , 

Tragically, Miller notes, gun control is not some 
esoteric political issue in the. Black community: it is. 
literally~a-matter of life and de&th that hits very close 
to home Miller ticks off the statistics: in Columbus in 
1992: he said, 80 percent of murders wére committed 
with handguns; 72 ‘percent of the homicides were 
Black-on-Black. The largest killer of young Black men 
between the agés.of 15 and 24 -- in Columbus, in Ohio 
and across the country -- is homicide 

“The sensitivity.to the issue of gun control is more 
heightened in the Black community, because that's 
where. we find the young people being killed with 
handguns,” Miller said 

And even the killings, Miller notes, do not represent 
the sum gi all the pain that handguns cause in the Black 
community 

"We focus in oh the murders. bul there are a lot of 
people who are myjured for Ife," Miller said. ‘The num 
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ber of assaults aré 15 times the number of murders,’ 
and thousands of young people are physically and 
psychologically maimed because of their involvement 
in street violence, Miller believes : 

At the same time, Miller recognizes that there has 
not been the same type of legislatively-focused out; 
fage generated in the Black community about the issue 
of controlling- access to guns ; 

"We simply have to organize the Black community 
to rally around" gun control. Miller believes 

He believes thal the tide is (urning, ever so slightly 

‘Weare focusing more on the broader issue of 
violence and the need to reduce tt.” Miller said, recall- 
ing his own violence réduction committee in Columbus 
and the recent creation ofa similar effort by Mayor 
Michael White in Cleveland : 

‘As part of our violence contro! efforts: gun control 
is an important element,” Miller said 

The battle over gun control has often seemed to be 
astfuggle between suburbanites and police officials on 
one side, and outdoorsmen and gun lovers on the 
other, It has almost been as though Blacks were out of 
the loop 

itis a position that at least one Black activist rejects. 

Sam Gresham, head of the Columbus Urban 
League, Said -his organization nationally has.noLbeeq 
aggressive in pushing the issue of gun control 

They ve given lip service to the Brady bill, but thats 
about it," Gresham said 

The reason is simple: "among the issues and 
priorities that the Urban League has addressed regard- 
ing crime and crime prevention, gun contro} hasnit 
taken a high priority,” Gresham asserted. It is a position 
he believes is wrong 

"Our communities tend to be the users of handguns 
in violent and lethal Situations,” and thus itis imperative 
for Black groups to become more comimitted to hand- 
gun control. Gresham said 


Our children are crying for help 


in the last three weeks statistics 
have been releasea oy the Cievelano 
Police Department. The Anne E. Casey 
Foundation ano the Black Community 
Crusade for Children (BCCC) which 1ep- 
resent the shilling cry for vei by Black 
chilaren 

The Clevelana Police Departinent last 
MONI leased stalstcs which staleo 
{hat over the last year crime had 
decreaseo--f only slightly-- every 
Category except crimes against youth ano ¥ 
commutied by youths. The department reported thal 22 youths 
were the victiins of homicide in 1992. Of thal number 14 were 
Black males and four were Black females. The police depari 
ment further suspects that gang activity was a probable cause 
of death in the majority of these deaths. 

These statistics alone are alarming, but the problems facing 
all children but particularly Biack children are even worse 

The Casey Foundation released thew fourth annual Kids 
Count Data Book which is a profile of the condition of Amercas 
children, and the results paint a bleak picture for Black children. 
The Kids Count data gives a national view and then a compara: 
live breakdown by slate 

Some of the highlights of the Kids Count Data Book are 

*The death rate for teenagers ages 15 to 19 as a result of 
an accident. suicide. or homicide increased by 13 percent 
between 1985 and 1990. 

*Biack youths are five limes more likely than white youths to 
be arrested for a violent crime: 

*Alrican-American children are four times as likely as while 
children to be poor 

*in 1990, 360.645 babies were born to single women under 
age 20. These birihs represented-almos! 9 percent of all births 
that year. Between 1985 and 1990. the percentage of ail births 
that were to single teens rose steaaily for a 16 percent increase 
over the penod 

“Over 20 percent of all Black births. were to single teens in 
1990. a rate twice thal of the Hispanic rate of 10 percent and 
more than three times the white rate of 6 percent 

*One-fourth of all agolescents contract a sexually-4ransmitied 
disease before they gracuate trom high school, 

Now the above statistics are for ihe United States as a whole 
Statistics for the state of Ono and some of the major cities are 
just as deplorable if not worst 

In the state of Otic things were nol very uplifting ether 

+In 1990 54.7 percent of leens between the ages of 15- and 
19-years-old died @ violent death which was an eight percent 
increase over 1985 statistics and ranked the state eighth nation- 
ally —— —— 

«Juvenile violent crime arrest rates in Ohio increased by 49 
percem 

+The percentage of children in poverty decreased fo’ the stale 
by 10 percent: and 

*The percent of single teen births increased by 27 percent 

Now the BCCC study which deals with Black chiloren is very 
alarming for the state of Oho Of the 10 worst states when 
ranked by the difference between the Black ana tle white poverty 
rates for children younger than 16, the state of Otmo was 10. In 
actual numbers 45.4 percent of Black children live in poverty 
compared io 13.4 percent of white chilaren. 

Of the major uroan cites with @ significant Black population 


, Columous was the Only cily not listed as one of the worst 50 


cies rankeo by poverty among Black children under 18. The 
BCCC statistics are for 1989. ano m that year Cleveland and 
Cinemnnati Weo for 14th with 53.9 percent of our Black children 


living in poverty: Dayton was worst with 55.3 percent Toledo hao 
51,8 percent and Akron which ranked 28th had 50.1 percent 

Based on these statistics which are only a microscopic portion 
of what has been released Black children are poorer today Ian 
they were in 1968. Marian Wright Egelman, president of tne 
Childrens Defense Fund and part of the BCCC leadership had 
the following lo say. ‘Never has Amenca or the Black communily 
seen the wanton killing of children (hat we doloday Never have 
we known such a plague of drugs and sexually transmuteo 
diseases. Not since slavery have we suffered the familywteak- 
down and out-of-wediock births we see tocay Never has 
American or the Black community permitted children to relyon 
guns and gangs rather than parents and neighbors and con\- 
munity institutions for their protection and love to the extent thal 
we do today 

But in the tace of all of this what is the answer to saving our 
children 

First and foremost | see thal there i$ a need for the Black 
community as a whole to come together and aodress these 
concerns. wrth solutions, not just rhetoric about what the 
proviems are 

Locally Molly McDavid, Greater Clevelanc Advocate of the 
Children's Defense Fund Greater Cleveland Project suggests 
thal communication is first and foremost in solwng these 
problems. She asserts that ihe only place we (uly own, the

Jones presented other informa- 
tion that is cause for concern, such 
as the fact that Blacks males are 
more likely to be jailed in America 
than in South Africa; Black males 
are also more likely to go to jail than 
to, college; and 40 percent of in- 
mates on death row are Black 


When students, Cornell 
Steward and Eric Williams. fired off 
six shots into the ceilingyand floor 
of the cafeteria at Gahanna Lincoln 
High School, by comparison, they 
were Calling attention to the fact 
that racism has gotten unrully and 
out of control ... not just in the 
public school system, but in every 
fibre of our national being. 

Thése two young Black males, 
level-headed, trained by’ caring 
parents, who had never been in 
trouble with the police, have laid 
their futures on the .line against 
racism. 

What are caring citizens going 
to do about it? An emphasis on 
respect in the classrooms should 
be the place to start. Respect for 
self, for others (regardless of dif- 
ferences) and respect for those in 
authority. This should be under- 
girded by the home, church, busi-

Once 
Coleman left the COTA board, 
those opportunities decreased 
drastically. Because Warren Tyler 
sits on the Ohio Water Develop- 
ment Board, African-Americans 
receive a fair share of the work 
from that board. 

A strong Black presence has 
meant an increase in opportunities 
for African-Americans. There have 
been and always will be situations 
where we have Black presence but 
few opportunities. This should not 
and cannot deter our commitment 
to increase opportunities for each 
other. It is without a doubt our 
surest path to our overall success. 
We will have missed opportunities 
because the Black person occupy- 
ing certain positions of authority is 
not effective enough or simply does 
not understand the importance of 
his or her being in that position and 
creating opportunities for others 

One thing is certain, the sooner 
we eliminate all opportunities of 
African-Americans to be a first at 
anything, the better off all African- 
Americans will be. We need not be 
afraid of failure. We simply need to 
increase our safety net and oppor- 
tunity in numbers.

After the video of police officers 
beating Rodney King appeared on 
television, people the world over 
displayed great sensitivity to the 
issue of police brutality. Prior to 


With. Rodney King’s brutality 
now old news, American com- 
placency to get the hell beat out of 
them, in most cities in this country. 
Just as has always been the case. 

The Black male has become the 
scapegoat for all that is wrong with 
America. "The best way to get rid of 


that time, few people even believed 
that it was a local, much less a 
national problem 


racism. is to jail as many black 
males as we.can, That way, there 
won't be anybody to complain," 
This quotation’ is for more than a 
joke. Black males, from coast to 
coast are finding themselves tar- 
geted by police. 

Harassment is the key in- 
gredient in the plot. It works like 
this: Police spot.a black male, any 
age, and stop him, They might say, 
“Hi ya doing, brother. Where are 
you going? What are you doing in 
this area?" The officer is trying to 
provoke the victim, the black mate 
into saying something like: "This is 
America, Acan go wherever | want 
to go." The officer will then say: 
“You are trying to get smart with 
me? Maybe if you spend a night in 
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jail, you'll learn to respect 
policemen," 

The cycle of irrational police 
thinking goes like this: 

if you are a black'male, you are 
most likely involved wit drugs. If 
you are involved with drugs, you 
probably uge drugs. If you use 
drugs, your choice is crack. If your 
drug of choice is crack, you are 
most likely addicted to crack. If you 
are addicted to crack, you probably 
have an expensive habit. If you 
have an expensive habit, you will 
probably have to steal since blacks 
don't like to work. If you have to 
steal to supplement your crack 
habit, you are a menace to society 
lf you are a menace to society, you 
should be arrested immediately 

Conclusion: Since it is known 
that if you are a black male, you will 
eventually be a threat to society, we 
are going to have to arrest you 
eventually, so we might as well ar- 
rest you now." 

This conclusion is the basic prin 
ciple that guides most police be-

What a difference a decade makes! In the 
election of 1980, we Americans had ap- 
parently had enough of a lot of what had been 
wrong with the country in the 1970s. We 
wanted a change--badly- Not just minor chan- 
ges in the way we got things done. We 
wanted a sea change; | don't need to tell 
anybody that that’s exactly what we got 

We were "tired" of-the old liberal ways of 
doing things: We had equated the results of 
the economic policies of the 1970s to a liberal 
mindset about the way life had been going 
We had been convinced of that by the makers 
of the myths of the decade 

The 1970s had brought us a rather queer 
set of economic evils by which to govern our 
lives, inflation and stagnation, commonly 
referred to as stagflation." In fact, ithas been 
argued that the standard of living of most 
Americans began its descent, not in the 
1980s, but in the early 1970s when Stagfla- 
tion was the “order” of the day. 

Inflation was so much a part of tWaidecade 
that we measured our lives by gur abilities to 
stay ahead of it. We entered into wage 
negotiations with inflation always in mind 


That was the decade (remember?) when -- 


energy prices went through the roof and 
robbed us of a substantial portion of our 
investment potential for other key aspects of 
our long term economic futures. We just 
couldn't seem to get a handle either on oil 
price hikes or the Cold War with the then- 
Soviet Union 

It could be argued that the consequences 
of these twin evils was largely responsible for 
the attempt to reign in prices and get us back 
to where we were in the 1950s, on more 
fronts than simply economic fronts 

Enter Ronald Reagan carrying Paul 
Volcker as the chairman of the Federal 
Reserve Bank, Volcker had the ultimate 
weapon against runaway inflation. and. he 
used It very effectively. High interest rates as 
a means of controlling inflation got lots of 
things back toward the economic center, 

Volcker’s was a monetary solution to the 
problems facing the economy, however. 
Ronald Reagan, much like Bill Clinton, had 
to do something, along with the Congress, 
about the fiscal side of things, the side that 
governs spending and taxation 

| have always believed that the deficit that 
was built up in the 1980s was a gauge for 
measuring just how far we might have gone 
into the hole in the mid-to-late 1980s if that 
spending had not been done. | would also 
argue that the spending of the 1980s was as 
much an attempt to get this country out of an 
economic morass as it was to bring Com- 
munism to its knees 

Since the 1950s, Communism has always 
been blamed for all our ideologicatilis:+-don't 
and never have believed that. Communism 
was always a scapegoat, a boggey man, that 
could justify all sorts of political agenda, justly 
or unjustly

He's got the problem of the deficit that 
won't go away, If the deficit was not solved 
during "the great economic expansion of the 
1980s," it will not likely be solved during any 
significant economic downturn in the 1990s. 
The devil is in the economic cycles 

What we must all pray for now in the 1990s 
is some sort of expansion in the economy, 
however anemic, For what happens during 
downturns is that people aut of work, more 
often than not, turn to government for help: 
The government's own tax collections from 
corporations drop during such periods, leav- 
ing less in the pot to be shared with those 
who lose their jobs, leaving behind a bigger 
deficit that must be solved later. 

| have always believed that one of Presi- 
dent Reagan's key objectives should have 
been to measuredly reduce the deficit as 
soon as the economy was expanding in the 
1980s. He would not then have left such a 
large problem for presidents who would fol- 
low him. Such was not to be his pdficy, ap- 
parently. 

What Clinton won't have to deal with is the 
petrification we experienced from "the Com- 
munist bear." A carryover from that period, 
nuclear weapons proliferation, though, is still 
a problem that must be constantly monitored. 
We are forever vulnerable to weapons of 
mass destruction, in case you need some- 
thing else to be afraid of. 

Mrs, Clinton must succeed in coming up 
with ways to provide affordable health care 
for everybody, even though we have known 
for more than a decade that health care costs 
were spiraling out of control, 

‘Whether he is a one- or a two-term presi- 
dgnt, Clinton has his work cut out for him:

If your records and 
receipts are socked away in shoe boxes 
and desk drawers, it's time to put them in 
order and set aside the information you'll 
need to complete your 1992 tax return 

In addition to helping you minimize 
your tax bill, organized records may help 
to reduce fees paid to tax preparers and 
verify your tax claims if the IRS selects 
your return for an examination 

REVIEW PAST RETURNS 

If you're unsure of the information 
you'll need to complete your tax return, 


take a look at last year's return. Carefully 
read through each section and note the 
kinds of documentation necessary to 
support your tax return 

Make a list of the deductions and tax 
credits that you qualified for last year, as 
well as any other deductions you may be 
eligible to take on your 1992 return, Es 
tablish files for each of the items on your

COLLECT ALL INCOME STATE- 
MENTS 

First locate items that identify your 
sources of income.

Business advocates strive to make struggle understood

To the question “are you paid lobbyists 
or consultants for minority businesses," 
Barbera Stewart and Kevin Williams 
answer with an emphatic "No Way!" You 
might think so, though, if you look at the 
amount of time they put into airing 
grievances and fighting for fair treatment 
of minority business owners. 

Stewart says she had not intended to 
be in Columbus any more than six to 
eight months when she first arrived. 
What made her stay, she says, was her 
conviction that a group of conservative 
Republicans were talking about Ohio 
when they spoke of developing a staging 
area for a national assault on affirmative 
action programs and minority set-aside 
law, 

The thing that sealed her conviction, 
Stewart says, was the first round of hear- 
ings on the predicate study which the city 
of Columbus was conducting to deter- 
mine the harm it may have caused 
minority businesses through its own dis- 
criminatory contracting practices, Of 
course, meeting Kevin and becoming a 
very close friend ofthis didn't hurt matters 
either 

The “paid lobbyist or consultant” 
question comes up because it is some-

times difficult to follow how exactly 
Stewart intended to wage her own 
counter-struggle against the reactionary 
assault on affirmative action from the 
Republican right wing. And how she in 
tended to support herself financially in 
the meantime 

There was the office at Headquarters, 
Inc., the office from which National As- 
sociation of Minority Contractors 
(NAMC) conducted its activities until 
things went haywire and the office had to 
be moved to a private residence 

in addition, there were the threats 
presumably from "the opponents" of af- 
firmative action which made private 
security necessary even at that private 
residence 

Then, there is BusinessLink 2000, a 
national minority business womens Or- 
ganization, which Stewart says she has 
Not had time to fully develop because of 
the other projects in which she 's 
engaged, 

Part of the problem with following 
what all has happened.

LOCATE MEDICAL AND DEN- 
TAL BILLS 

Medical expenses that exceed 
7.5 percent of your adjusted gross 
income are deductible. To see if you 
can exceed this floor, pull out all 
your bills for medical expenses and 
the receipts that show the date they 
were paid. Don't overlook bills for 
expenses such as new eyeglasses 
and prescriptions. These expenses 
can make the difference in your 
ability to qualify for a deduction. 

Be aware that transportation ex- 
penses necessary for you to obtain 
medical care can be included as a 
medical expense. If your employer 
withholds amounts from your 
wages for medical insurance, 
review your paycheck: stubs to 
determine the premiums you paid.
